Brumbaugh 


Leads the Demonstration. 


Tuesday, April 6th was a red letter 


day in the history of Pennsylvania. 
Thousands of her citizens gathered 
at Harrisburg to take part in the Lo- 
cal Option Demonstration and there 
was no doubt of the side the people 
are on. This was well illustrated at 
the big meeting in the evening, when 
over three thousand people packed 
the largest auditorium in the c.ty and 
•when Speaker Alter read the resolu- 
tions in favor of the pas-age cf a lo- 
cal option law, and United States 
Senator Oliver pur the motion for 
their adoption, the multitude gave 
their vote with a roar iike thunder 
and when the noes were asked for 
there was not a voice raised for li- 
quor in the big crowd. 


There were large mass meetings in 


the morning, with a parade. At the 
public meeting of the Lav,' and Or- 
der Committee in the afternoon the 
House was packed and four speakers 
for the bill and four against were 
heard and the demonstration for the 
bill was overwhelming as against the 
opposition. 


The history making; demonstration 


was the big one in the evening ot 
which United States Senator Oco. T. 
Oliver was permanent chairman, and 
in taking charge of the meeting Sen- 
ator Oliver said in part: 


"I am here tonight :or nc other 


purpose than to testify by my rres- 
ence my interest in the local option 
movement, and rny intense desire ;cr 
its success. 


"There are just three ways _of 


handling the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors. These three are regulation, 
restriction and prohibition. 
Uo to 


this time Pennsyivania has confined 
herself to regulation: but any_man 
•iVho reads aright the signs of the 
times can easily see ihat mere regu- 
lation no i-_>nger satisfies the popular 
dernancL and that some more drastic 
measure must be adopted or_ State- 
wide prohibition will be the inevita- 
ble end. The Question ot to-day is: 
'What middie course can be follow- 
ed?' 


"Now I urn firmly convinced that 


the msjorit" of our people ha.ve made 
tip their mines that some new legis- 
lation is Accessary to restrain the li- 
quor tratnc. The longer .icticn is de- 
layed the more insistent they_w:!I he. 
and the less easily satisfied, rcr the 
present, all they ask is the enactment 
of the very moderate Lcca: Gnr.en 
bill now pending in the House or 
Representatives. 
If that is denied 


them, they will be here in force two 
years from now, demanding that ar.c 
something more besides at the hands 
cf the next Legislature."
